It may seem absurd. that ‘such’ a 
question could influence the opera- 
tions, but history gives hundreds: of 
similar cases, and the character of 
the Kaiser’s heir makes the idea still 
more probable: ‘At any’rate,:it is a 
fact that in the middle of the battle 
the general direction of the attack was 
suddenly diverted southward . toward 
the Oise Valley. 

We know that this. enabled the 
Crown Prince to engage the left wing 
of his forces, and we know, too, et 
he is obsessed by-the idea of a trium- 

phant entry into Paris.

British Took 1,100 Prisoners. 
LONDON, June 20,—Nearly 1,100 
prisoners were captured by the 
British troops in Italy on.June 15-16, 
Says an official statement issued to- 


night. There has been no activity on 


the British front’ in Italy.

The situation on the British front 
is quiet and unchanged. The total 
number of prisoners captured June 
15 and 16 was nineteen officers 
and 1,060 men.

CAPO SILE RECAPTURED. 


London Hears Enemy Forces on 
Lower Piave Have Been Divided. 


LONDON, June 20.—News_ reached 
London this afternoon that the Italians 
have regained Capo MiJe, the town on 
the Jagoon to the west of the Piave 
River near its mouth which was cap- 
tured by the Austro-Hungarians. 

It is also reported that the Italians 
have regained all the territory between 
Zenson and the Fossalta Canal. The 
Austro-Hungarians, it is declared, have 
been confined to the ground between the 
Fossalta Canal and the Sile Canal, on 
the west bank of the Piave River. 

By counterattacking all along the 
Piave, the Italians have gained further 
ground on the Montello, in the northern 
sector of the river front, and have also 
made headway southeast of this ridge, 
says The Evening Standard. 

The Austrians here had been occupy- 
ing a narrow strip along the river bank. 
The Italians drove in the Austrian line 
and established themeelves on the bank 
of the Piave below Saletto, (about 
eighteen miles from the Adriatic.) 
Through the reaching of the river here 
the positions occupied by the Austrians 
have been divided. 


PARIS, June 20.—The splendid. resist- 
ance of the Italians and their Franco- 
British allies leads the French press, to 
conclude that the Austrians cannot 
avoid defeat, especially as well-directed 
counterattacks have resulted in the cap- 
ture of thousands of prisoners and much 
war material. 


A Havas dispatch from Rome says 


that Italy has achieved a great double 
victory, referring to the recent naval 
exploit in the Adriatic and the present 
checking of the Austrians. 

Late in March, says the Echo de Paris, 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg demand- 


‘ed that Austrian divisions be sent to 


the French front. Field Marshal Conrad 
von Hoetzendorff, supported by Emperor 
Charles, assured the German leader that 
an Austrian offensive against Italy 
would have a great chance of succegs 
and would be received joyfully by the 
Dual Monarchy.

The enemy troops that 
succeeded in establishing themselves On 
the right bank are completely isolated 
and lack supplies. 

"The battle from Montello to the sea 
recommenced most violently yesterday 
afternoon and is continuing under clear 
weather conditions. 

“Our counteroffensive surpasses the 
imagination !n fierceness and neutralizes 
all the enemy efforts. Repeated brilliant 
attacks by our troops have resulted in 
the capture of several hundred prison- 
ers at Musile, where the enemy had es- 
tablished a bridgehead. Now the enemy 
is endeavoring to construct a central 
bridgehead in the Fossalta region. Our 
continuous attacks have paralyzed the 
action of the Austrians who are at- 
tempting to extend the bridgehead at 
the Zenson bend.

PROOFS THAT DRIVE 
IS HUNGER OFFENSIVE 


Lure of Food Held Out by Of- 
ficers to the [ll-Fed Aus- 
trian Soldiers, 


ITALIAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS, 
June 19, (Associated Press.)-—-Realiza- 
tion that the Austrian offensive has 
failed is spurring the Italian troops to a 
desperate resistance along the Piave. 
Heavy fighting continued today around 
the Montello Plateau on the north and 
near San Donna di Piave on the south. 

On Montello, which its hilly and wood-- 
ed, the opposing forces frequently 
stumbled upon each other unexpectedly. 
Such meetings always yeault in sharp 
encounters. 

The river, overflowing its banks, has 
destroyed several pontoon b es .con- 
structed by the Austrians at Intéstadura 
and also at San Donna di Fiave. This 
has increased the difficulty of the enemy 
in their rear communications, affecting 
the transportation of artillery, ammuni- 
tion, food, and fresh troops. It is stated 
that the Austrians fighting south of the 
Piave continue to implore help and also 
that two of their divisions have been. 
greatly reduced by losses. 

Italian Air Contre] Complete. 

Along the Piave line the Italians have 
won complete control of the air. This 
afternoon not 4 single Austrian machine 
was aloft on this front. 

As thousands of Italian and Austrian 
soldiers looked on today an Italian air- 
plane brought about the surrender of 
the crew of an Austrian’ machine gun 
float after Italian infantry and artil- 
lery had failed to subjugate it. 

The Austrians brought the float up on 
the swoNen Piave River to a. point on 
the south bank occupied by the Italians. 
From this vantage point the Austrians 
poured a harassmg fire into the Italians, 
who tried in vain to destroy the float. 
lt was impossible to use light artillery 
to any great extent because of the prox- 
imity of the float to the Italian lines. 
Finally an Italian airplane swooped 
down upon the river and forced the oc- 
cupants of the flogt to swim to: the 
right bank and surrender to the Italian 
soldiers. 

The arrival of the allied air fighters 
to assist the Italians has heartened the 
Italian air force, which is much wearied 
after six days of heroic work. The avi- 
“tors have spent days at a time in the 
air, theroby not only securing control 
but also preventing bombardment of 
cities behind the lines. 

The spirit of the troops is at high 
pitch; despite wounds, loss of sleep, 
and constant movements made neces- 
sary by the conditions of the terrain 
at several points. 

That Austria’s drive is positively ‘‘a 
hunger offensive’ has been proved by 
new orders and addresses found upon 
prisoners. These were signed by of- 
ficers ranging from Field Marshal Con- 
rad von Hoetzendorf down to regi- 
mental commanders. One which was 
issued by the commander of the fa- 
maus regiment bearing the name of 
Archduke Charles says: ~ 

“Soldiers, remember the spoils we 
got last Fall from the Italians; - the 
sheep, cows, steers, warehouses full of 
good clothes and grocery stores full of 
wines, canned gods, flour and sugar. 
Think of your family. Think of the 
white bread you may win for all.” 

The correspondent has visited groups 
of hundreds of prisoners, all of whom 
are thin and weak. They said they 
had had little food for the last month, 
and spoke with horror of the Winter 
months they had passed. A sample of 


their black bread showed that it was 
made of rye straw and: potatoes. 

Many of the prisoners have strong 
well-spiked shoes, but these they clei 
they made themselves or bought. Their 
clothes, however, are falling apart, 
having been patched frequently. Most 
of them have mere rags for shirts. 
The majority of the prisoners have 
money, but it is either in paper bills 
or iron coin. 


Medals for Valor at a Discount. 


Most of them wear medals for valor, 
some of them having two.or three of 
them, but these decorations are of base 
metal and none of gold or silver. One 
is stamped with a likeness of Empress 
Zita, and encircled with laurat 
wreathes, and is made of a sinc com- 
position. The prisoners part readily 
with these medals, saying they have 
no pride in them, for a few pennies of 
Italian money. 

Most of the captured men are young 
and light-haired, and generally have 
bad teeth. 

The Italian soldiers tell humorous 

stories of captures effected. by per- 
suading the Austrians that they will be 
well fed. One Itallan officer who had 
been wounded and picked up by a group 
of Austrians who intended to make him 
prisoner explained how foolish they 
were.. He said: ‘‘ Come with me and 
eet and real bread.*’

BRITAIN PRAISES ITALY. 


Lloyd George Sends Congratulations 
to Orlando on Defense. 


LONDON, June 20.—David Lioyd 
George, the British Prime Minister, haa 
sent the following message of congrat- 
ulation to Dr, Vittorio H.-Orlando,. the 
Italian Premier, on the showing the 
Italian troops have made -againat the 
Austrians in the present offensive: 

‘‘The Imperial War .Cabinet, repre- 
sentative of all peoples and nations of 
the British Empire, desire to congratu- 
laté the Italian Army on the splendid 
defense it has made during the great 
battle now in progress on the.

The Piave, where it comes down into 
the plair is not a particularly formid- 
able obstacle generally..

That 
appears to be the situation now because 
of the heavy rains which have been 
prevailing in the mountains. The re- 
sult is that it is reported that practic- 
ally all of the bridges which the Aus- 
trians constructed across the stream 
‘have been swept away, leaving the Aus- 
trians stranded on the western bank. 
It was inevitable that this should hap- 
pen sooner or later if the Allies pos- 
sessed anvthing like equality in the air. 
These bridges were doomed just as soon 
as the Austrian advance was brought 
to a definite stop. If the flood had not 
destroyed them, the Italian aviators 
would have done so. , 

As far as we know, the Austrians hold 
about six miles of the western bank of 
the river in the vicinity of Nervesa, the 
line running across the Montello Pla- 
teau. To hold a line of this length under 
present fighting conditions would re- 
quire at least 6,000 men to the mile, and 
possibly as high as 10,000. The Aus- 
trians therefore have between 36,000 and 
50,000 men on this front on the west 
bank who are cut away from the east 
bank except for two pontoon bridges out 
of the fourteen which were originally 
thrown across. These must be subject 
to bombardment from .the air, so that 
for certain periods they are practically. 
not usable. It will therefore be prac- 
tically impossible for these trodps to be 
supplied and fed. Unless the river goes 
down so that new bridges may be built, 
this force which_ is so effectually bot- 
tled up must surrender or fight until it 
is destroy; It cannot go ahead, since 
the Italiahs block the path.

Sherman Says Japan Awaits Word 
from Us to-Intervene, Which 
Hitchcock Denies.

WASHINGTON, June 20. — President 
Wilson today gave approval to action by 
Congress to permit Jugolsays, Czecho- 
slovenes, arid Poles in the United States 
to take up arms against Austria by be- 
coming autonomous or semi-autonomous 
units in the American Army. ‘In a let- 
ter to Senator Hitchcock, he favored the 
Hitchcock amendment to the Army bill 
creating a Slavic legion from the na- 
tionals of Austria’s and Germany’s un- 
willing vassals. 

Shortly after the Senate learned of this 
action by the President, discussion of 
the Russian situation was renewed, and 


what he called the Administration’s 
‘watchful waiting’ with regard to in- 
tervention in Siberia. . 

As a result of the President’s letter 
to Senator Hitchcock, a subcommittee 
of the Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee adopted the Hitchcock amendment, 
which- provides: 

“Under such regulations as the Presi- 
dent shall prescribe, a ‘force of volun- 
teer troops in. such unit or units as 
he may direct may be raised, to be com- 
posed’ of Slavs," Jugoslavs, Czecho- 
slovenes, and Poles belonging to the op- |: 
pressed races of the Austro-Hungarian 

nd German Empires, resident in the 
United. States, but not subject to the 
draft. Such force shall be known as 
the Slavic Legion Bd itd —_ — 
designation as the President ma r 
Soribe. No man shall be oniiaten in it 
until he has furnished aon org & evi- 
dence that he wil] faithfully and loyal- 
ly serve the cause of the United States 
and that he desires to fight the empire 
of which he and his race have been 
unwilling subjects. 

*“The force so raised and duly sworn 
into the service may be equipped, main- 
tained, and trained with our own troops 
or separately, as the President may di- 
rect, and thereafter may be trans- 

orted to such field of action as the 
President may direct, to be used against 
the common enemy in connection with 
our own troops, or with those of any 
nation asseciated with the United States 
in the present war, and the several 
items of expense involved in the equip- 
ment training, and maintenance of such 
force may be paid from the respeciive 
appropriations .herein made, or from 
any subsequent appropriation for the 
same. 


Committee Approval Expected. 


Immediate and unanimous approval 
of this amendment by the full commit- 
tee is expected when it takes up the 
bill tomorrow. The importance of the 
amendment, as Senator Hitcheock sees 
it, is twofold, namely, the addition of a 
force of from 300.000 to 500,000 hardy 
and well-trained troops to the allied 
forces, and the tremendous moral ef- 
fect such action by Congress would 
have on the Jugoslavs, Czechs, 
Poles now fighting unwillingly under 
the Austrian and German flags. The 
latter factor assumes added importance, 
in Senator Hitchcock’s view, by rea- 
son of the growing disorders in Austria 
whfle the offensive against Italy is 
going on, . 

The Russian drscussion was 
Senator Sherman, who, after referring 
to the Administration’s ‘“ watchful 
waiting’ with respect,to Mexico, ob- 
served: 

‘* Again the Administration is engaged 
in international watchful waiting. n- 
happily, the second instance of waiting 
on the Russian situation is likely to be 
more disastrous than watchful waiting 
was in Mexico.

GERMANS TRIED TO STIR

Britain and America United on War 
Aims— Secretary Defends 
Secret Treaties. 


LONDON, June - 20.—Philip Edwaid 
Morrell, Liberal, representing’ a small 
pacifist group in the House of Com- 
mons, started today a debate on the 
question of peace by agreement by mov- 
ing the following resolution: 

“That this House ’desires that the 
Government will lose no diplomatic op- 
portunity to settle the problems of the 
war by agreement, ana that to that end 
it expresses its opinion that secret 
treaties with allied Governments should 
be revised, since, in their present form, 
they are inconsistent wkh the object for 
; which this country entered the war and 
‘are, therefore, a barrier to a democratic 
peace.” ; : 

The motion was negatived without di- 
vision. 

In moving his resolution, Mr. Morrell 
said that the people were anxious about 
the progress of events and entitled to a 
restatement by the Government of -its 
war aims and its opinion as to the pros- 
pects of achieving them. He-charged 


Allies. bolstered up ‘‘ Kaiserism.’’ He 
asserted that there was a passionate 
desire for. peace in Germany, if it could 
be got with security, but that the Ger- 
mans believed that the Allies were un- 
willing to listen to reasonable terms, and 
that only by supporting the. Emperor and 


the peace they desired. 

Mr. Morrell said that in\June the Brit- 
ish casualties averaged seventy killed 
every day, and that for the five months 
from January to the beginning of June, 
the British l¢sses in killed alone were 
70,000, while the Wounded and’ missing 
numbered 300,000. : 

Philip Snowden, Socialist, in support- 
ing the resotution, asked Mr. Balfour, 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, to define 
what he meant by “ peace offensive.’ 
He agreed with Mr. Morrell that noth- 
ing like a stable peace could be obtained 
until secret treaties were denounced. 

Mr. Balfour began his reply by ex- 
plaining that by peace offensive he 
‘meant any effort, by speech or other- 
wise, under the guise of seeking an 
honorable termination of the present 
war, to divide the, Allies and discourage 
individual members of the alliance. 


Germany Seeking Domination. 


Replying to Mr. Snowden’s contention 
that nothing had been heard about .Ger- 
ma&ny’s desire to dominate the world in 
the early stages of the war, Mr. Balfour 
said that the British as a nation had 
been slow to believe that other nations 
could be animated by motives so widely 
separated from the motives which 
moved their own people. 

But it was a fact that Germany was 
pursuing her aim of universal domina- 
tion with persistent and elaborate care 
and foresight and with a ruthless, cold- 
blooded determination which left Napo- 
leonic tradition far behind. 

‘“‘Is this a case where a sober his- 
torian would ever sees the -basis of a 
possible peac€é’” asked Mr. Balfour.

There had been suggestions, but never 
a frank avowal. 

Mr. Balfour proceeded to emphasize 
that’in the matter of war aims there 
was not the slightest difference between 
Great Britain and‘ the United States, 
and he denied that secret treaties were 
an obstacle to peace: These treaties were 
made in circumstances in which, he be- 
lieved, any Government would | have 
acted similarly, and it was quite a mis- 
take to suppose that the treaty with 
Italy would stand in the way of peace.

The Berlin official bulletin of yester- 
day, however, dismissed the operation as 
consisting of “’ strong surprise fire at- 
tacks,’’ which the infantry followed up 
and ‘“* brought in fifty prisoners.”’

The 
courtroom was crowded with friends 
of the convicted’ men, but there was no 
demonstration, the accused accepting the 
verdict, which was totally unexpected, 
in a daze. Following a request of the 
defendants’ counsel that the verdict be 
set aside, Judge Howe adjourned court 
until noon today,. when it is expected 
that he will pronounce sentence. 

Each convicted man faces a possible 
penalty of eighty years in. prison and a 


‘| fine. of $40,000 as the maximum penalty, 


for each count in the indictment carries

“Perhaps at the time of the Italian 
reverses last November the people here 
were at a loss to understand the kind | 
of warfare in which the Italians were | 
engaged,’’ Mr. Sayre said. ‘‘I am not 
here to talk of the causes for the re- 
verse, but I will assure you that it was 
not due to the lack of brayery and lack/ 
of gallantry of the Italian soldiers. 1, 
was in a good positior to see the | 
storming of Mount San Gabriel and I 
want to say that while | saw a good 
deal of the fighting on the Flanders 
front I never saw ginything that beat 
the taking by sto:m of Mount San 
Gabriel” by the Italians. 

A]l of you here should remember 
that many Italian troops are fighting 
in a constant temperature of from 20 to 
40 degrees below zero, and when you 
are given an opportunity to do some- 
thing to aid these brave fellows, who 
are fighting in the cause of humanity 
and civilization, do not allow that 
chance to pass.’ 

Mr. Sayre described in graphic ‘detail 
an amazing piece of engineering ac- 
complished =, the Italians in crossing j; 
the Isonzo in a number of places under 
cover of night and delivering a surprise 
attack on the Austrian lines. The 
Isonzo was too deep to ford, and the 
only hope in a crossing was in throw- 
ing - pontoon bridges across ahd then 
rushing infantry to the enemy side. 
Plans were carefully laid and pontoon 
boats were constructed several miles 
back of the Italian lines. On the night 
the attack was decided on, the boats, 
were drawn forward to the Nwver. The’ 
Italians began a heavy bembardment 
to prevent the Austrians from hearing 
the work of the Italian engineers. 
Searchlights played in the faces of the 
Austrian troops to blind the enemy and 
prevent him from seeing the Italtan 
troops stealthily engaged in work on the 
pontoon bridges. 

Small parties of soldiers swam acrogs 
the river and fastened cables to the 
peas bank. The pontoons were 

ckly thrown across. olid planking | 
Was laid_on the substructure, and then 
as the first streaks of dawn touched 
the horizon the infantry swarmed

Names’ of Ex-Students Who Served 
the Kalser Not to be Placed 
on War Monument.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 20.~<More 
war certificates than, Bachelor of Arts 
@egrees were awarded to memibers of 
the class of 1918 at Harvard today when 
the annual commencement was held. 
About 830 men received degrees of vari- 
ous kinds and 314 seniors are to get 
war certificates, signed by President 
Lowell, which certify to their fitness 
when students. | 

Among those who received degrees 
was Francis B.* Sayre, son-in-law. of 
President Wilson, who became a Bach- 
elor of Juridical Science. 

The following honorary degrees were 
conferred: : 

Master of Arts—Outram Bangs, natu- 
ralist;.Hennen Jennings, consulting en- 
gineer.

Germans Barred from Monument. 

President Lowell. disillugioned John 
Jay Chapman of New York and others 
who have feared that the Harvard ‘cor- 
poration would’ permit the names of 
German-soldiers, former atudents of the 
universityy to be placed on the proposed 
memorial: monument, In his annual ad- 
dress before the Alumni Association in 
the afternoon he-said: 

“The corporation has never taken any 
action which .was intended, or could 
reasonably be construed, to Tmply that 
the names of those who fell upon the 
German side ought to be included in a 
memorial to the men who have given 
their lives‘in this war. Yet it is now 
Suggested that the corporation should 
pass a vote repudiating such an inten- 
tion and declaring that it will not do 
what it certainly never would do. 

“A little reflection will make this 
point clear. A year and a half ago, 
while this nation was still neutral, a 


discussion took place on this subject 
in the Alumni Bulletin. It was argued 
memorial should commemorate  per- 
sonal devotion, and that the character 
and motives of a man who dies for his 
country might be noble, although his 
country was wholly in the wrong. A 
memorial of this kind would be ible 
if our nation were neutral, but after 
we entered the war a memorial to the 
Harvard dead could be a memorial only 
to the cause for which we are fighting, 
and, therefore, only to the men who 
ive their lives in defense of that cause. 
trust that there will be no more mis- 
understanding of the matter.”

THE RAILWAY OPERATING 
CONTRACT. 
There is a check to the agreeable 
anticipations expressed when it was 


announced that the Government had 
taken over the railways as a war 





.measure, in consideration of the pay- 


ment to the railways of a “ standard: 
return ” equal to the average of three 
years’ earnings. This was thought 


‘@m arrangement both advantageous 


to the railways and promotive of the 
greater interest of the country as a 
whole. The standard return was only 
what had been earned under condi- 
tions of regulation so oppressive that 
The earnings 
had been greatest at the lowest rates, 
but expenses had so reduced profits 
that the companies, were not able to 
make ‘the betterments which war 
business demanded. It was not pos- 
sible to get from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission an increase of 
rates large enough to sustain the rail- 
ways’ credit, and there seemed no 
alternative to Government manage- 
ment which should substitute promo- 
tion of the common welfare for excess 
of profit to the railways. 

‘But now it seems that the Gov- 
ernment wants both to take over the 
railways and to administer the con- 
gideration which it had promised to 
the railways. This is the more singu- 
lag because the Government Has in- 


“. greased rates more than the railways 


had ever asked. Possibly Govern- 
ment management of the railways 
would have been unnecessary, for 
financial reasons, if the railways had 
received the increase of income which 
will accrue to the Government at the 
game time that it seeks to withhold 
the payment of the sum promised to 
the railways. Why was it necessary 
te increase rates 25 per cent., if the 
railways must make the betterments 
out of their “ standard return "? 

The procedure of the Government, 
unless checked, will punish the rail- 


ways for their misfortune in. being 


subjected to reduction of profits in 
guise ot regulation of rates. The re- 
duction “of rates was so severe that 
tow: ‘railways were fully maintained. 
The! deficiency of maintenance was 


hug malicious nor intentional. 


The railways would have been glad 
te spend more, if they could have 
ed..more. But their ‘“ standard 


" in return * is to be reduced because their 


pewenens a 
pete seniors sactescenibvapeseatanitsinie ap tinaiay 
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‘earnings had previously been re- 


duced. 

The Government further asks a 
general release for all damages to the 
railways under Government manage- 
ment. It is a confession that dam- 
ages are to be expected as the result 
of management in the common inter- 
est, instead of in the interest of indt- 
vidual railways. Here again the rail- 
ways are to suffer because they pre- 
viously had been subjected to punitive 
Jaws. The laws had compelled them 


.to-compete, and for a generation in- 


dividual companies had built up a 
trade by processes of competition 
which the Government abolishes at 
one fell swoop. It is impossible to say 
what damage might thus be done to 
the railways’ good-will by diversion 
of business which cannot be regained. 
Whatever the damage, it is done: in 
the common interest and should be 
charged to the common cost, not to 
the railways, either individually or 
collectively. In particular, the Gov- 


“ernment should not be judge in its 
_' own case, and should not abuse its 


power to impose a contract incliding 
@ release for. darnages which it de- 
‘gigned to do. The railways will and 


“should appeal to the protection of the 


courts, unless impartial arbitration of 
i es is proviaea.

it, but with the same result ‘as though 
with malice aforethought.. It was not 
possible to put into the Government 


‘railway administration- the members 


of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, or the counsel of the shippers 
who had opposed all rate increase, or 
members. of the State Commissions 
which had rivaled the Federal Com- 
mission in anti-railway policy, or any 
of the railway prosecutors who had’ 
been so sure that they knew more 
about the railways than the railway 


. men. The proposal would have shocked 


the country, already called upon to 
revise its opinion about the wisdom 
of what it had been led to approve in 
consideration of promises of benefits 
which had gone to protest’ It was 
necessary to put over the railways 
real railway workers. They did in 
the way of operation most of the 
things which they. had been prose- 
cuted for doing, and théy were ap- 
plauded therein.’ But now comes the 
question of the contract, and they are 
worse than the Interstate Commercé 
Commission in their exactions. They 
are looking out for the Government 
now, not for the railways, and they 
are as loyal and efficient in their new 
relation as in their old. But can the 
Government afford to benefit by such 
efficiency ? 

If the “standard return” is to be 
reduced to whatever the Government 
chooses to reduce it, what is to be- 
come of the interest and dividend ob- 
ligations of the railways? If the 
owners of railway securities find 
them shrinking by further billions, is 
it not clear that their ability to sup- 
port Liberty Loans is reduced cor- 
respondingly? Worse yet, if the Gov- 
ernment ‘by such procedure reduces 
its own credit for good faith in deal- 
ings toward those in its power, there 
is unsettlement of more credit than 
that of the railways. To promise a 
“gtandard return” with one hand 
and withdraw it with the other is to 
acknowledge the necessity of paying 
a@ just compensation and yet to make 
it a mockery. It now appears how 
wise and necessary it was to separate 
the operation of the railways on behalf 
of the Government from the interests 
of the railway corporations. 

The Presidents of the railways have 
their work cut out for them. They 
must oppose the operating officials 
with whom they have worked as col- 
leagues. Otherwise, and better yet, 
they should co-operate with them in 
bringing about an agreement upon 
the lines of the President’s policy of 
just treatment of the railways, 
meaning by “ the railways” the mill- 
ions of holders of their billions of se- 
curities. There could be no greater 
mistake than to persist in regarding 
“ the railways” as having an-_inde~ 
pendent existence, apart from the 
interests of their owners and their 
patrons. [Ill-treatment of the rail-. 
ways is ill-treatment of the people 
of the United States, by whomever 
done. 








LET 1920 TAKE CARE OF ITSELF. 

Bad taste marked the Democratic 
Convention in Indiana. It was in bad 
enough taste for the Vice President of 
the United States to descend to cheap 
witticisms such as calling ex-President 
RoosEVELT “ Lady Theodora,” and to 
mere demagogy, such as his attempt 
to impugn the patriotism of that 
sturdy American newspaper The Kan- 
sas City Star because one of its offi- 
cials was born in a part of Denmark 
that was subsequently conquered by 
Prussia and annexed to the German 
Empire. Mr. MARSHALL: should re- 
member that he,is only one step re- 
moved from the Presidency itself and 


that the American people expect him 


to act and speak with the dignity and 
fairness which that. position involves. 

But in much worse taste were Chair- 
man RatsTon’s references to the Pres!- 
dential campaign. of 1920.and his ad- 
yocacy of a third term for President 
WILson. He had a good deal to say 
about “the duty of the hour.” The 
duty of the hour is to wif*the war, 
and. for that purpose to unite the 
American people, not to divide them, 
and especially not to divide them for 
partisan advantage. We cannot too 
strongly condemn Mr. RALSTON’s at- 
tempt to make it appear that patriot- 
ism necessitates voting the ticket of 
the party to which ’*he belongs. On 
this point Vice President MarsHALL 
struck a much higher note when he 
urged his hearers to vote against any 
Democrat who is not whole-heartedly 
for the war. ’ 

This is no time to be talking about 
the Presidential election of 1920. It 
is to be regretted that we have to talk 
even about the State and Congress 
elections of 1918, or about anything 
except the job of driving the Germans 
back to Germany. It is plain enough 
that if the war is still going on in 1920, 
or if peace negotiations are going on 
then, the people will re-elect President 
Witson for the reason that it will be 
impossible to make a party issue of 
that war or those negotiations. The 
man who is conducting either the war 
or the peace negotiations will have to 
be kept in office throughout them. But 
that is a long look into the future. We 
have enough to do in taking care of 
the present. The thing before us {fs} 
not to elect the next President of the 
United States, but ‘to keep HINDENBURG 
from Paris and the Channet ports, to 
keep the Austrians out of Venice, and 
te sweep the submarines from the’ sea. 
What we need is not party division, 
but the unity of Americans; not self- 


ishness, either the selfishness of indi-’ 


viduals or. the selfishness of political 
‘parties, but the same selflessness and 
tentration on one i that our 


workers has been reported.

In’ past years farmers there were 
accustomed to expect the aid of 
harvesters from other parts of the 
country, but now they can ‘have only 
the local supply, which has been ré- 
duced by the attractions. of muni- 
tion factory wages | and by the draft. 
How has the demand for labor to save 
100,000,000 bushels of wheat: been 
satisfied? . Every city and township. 
was thoroughly canvassed by com- 
mittees who sought pledges from 
business men, clerks, and: others not 
engaged in agriculture that they 
would work for a few days in the 
fields. . They were successful. .The 


wheat. Owners of stores and fac- 
tories agreed to release their em- 
ployés. Some assistance was given 
by the United States Employment 
Service, with its national system of 
hundreds of labor agencies for :re- 
cruiting and distributing workers, 
but almost all the credit for what has 
been, accomplished is due to the 
patriotic people of Kansas. Un- 
doubtedly we shall see similar local 
effort, also successful, in other 
States as the harvest moves north- 
ward to the Canadian boundary. All 
reports agree in saying the people 
in the wheat States: are determined 
that not a bushel of grain that. will 
help to win the war shall be lost.

THE PERMANENT NAVY. 

The acceptance by the House of the 
Senate’s amendment of the Naval bill, 
increasing the permanent enlisted 
strength of the sea estalbjishment 
from 87,000 to 131,485, was made 
necessary by new construction during 
the present fiscal year. To speak of 
the incréase decided upon as commit- 
ting the country to a greater navy 
upon the return of peace is to project 
the spectre of militarism upon the 
post-bellum screen. The ships are not 
to be planned and built to make the 
navy so large that the services of 
131,485 enlisted men with their of- 
ficers will be utilized; the new ships 
have been authorized and are building, 
and unless thoSe~ships, or others al- 
ready in commission, are to be dis- 
carded or relegated to desuetude in 
the navy yards crews must be found 
for them. It must be understoo@, of 
course, that our present’ complement 
of 250,000 men, or more, is tem- 
porary, for the duration .of the war. 
Secretary DANIELs has told the country 
that 1,000 ships are now in commis- 
sion, but they include great numbers 
of auxiliary craft not permanently a 
part of the navy. 

Rear Admiral L. C. PALMER, in his 
report of June 12 to Secretary Dan- 
IELS, made the need of an increase of 
the permanent enlisted strength very 
clear when he indicated our new con- 
struction for the fiscal year by saying 
that men would be required as follows: 
For battleships, 4,400; destroyers, 
25,992; patrol vessels, 5,400; sea-going 
tugs, 8,705; submarines, 1,026; fuel 
ships (fleet), 1,070; gunboats, am- 
munition ships, &c., 558; a total of 
42,146. All these new ships will be- 
long, in their various capacities, to 
the fighting fleet, as Admiral BENSon 
pointed out in his letter of June 13 to 
the Secretary. Particularly striking 
is the requisition for men for new 
destroyers, ships indispensable for 
convoy work and to sink the enemy’s 
submarines. In the navy as late as¢ 
April 1, 1918, the destroyer and tor- 
pedo boat complement (enlisted men) 
was 8,324; but so many destroyers 
will: be added to the service by the 
end of the fiscal. year that 25,992 
more enlisted men will be needed. ! | 

The increase of enlisted men: will 
call, perhaps not obviously, owing to 
misconceptions about naval _ com- 
mand, for an increase of officers from 
3,700 to 5,500, including 18 Admirals, 
71 Captains, 125 Commanders, 249 
Lieutenant Commanders, 578 Lieu- 
tenants, and 738 Junior Lieutenants 
and Ensigns. ‘With the present en- 
listed strength, about 87,000, our 
navy is underofficered. Let it be 
said plainly: The United States Navy 
is not organized properly. even now, 
although Congress in 1916 worked out 
and authorized a percentage of of- 
ficers to enlisted men which seemed 
adequate, but, according to Admiral 
Bunson, the efficient Aid to Opera- 
tions, experience “4in.the war, has 
shown that the percentages were 
made too low. ‘If the best interests 
“of the country are: properly safe- 
“ gyarded;” he says, “ it is imperative 
“that we have enough officers in the 
3 higher grades to permit us to train. 
“them and to select them for special 
“ duties in accoraance with their pro- 
"fessional ability.” And. he adds: 
“ The argument that the War’ may. 
“end soon is no argument to the 
“contrary. _ Regardless of when the 
‘war ends, the world: is going to be 
“in a perturbed. state for years to 
“come.”

CHANGING THE DRAFT. AGES. 

The country no longer believes that 
Class I. of the selecfive draft, even 
with additions provided by-the amend- 
ment bringing in those. who have 
reached the age of 21 since June, 1917, 
will furnish all the soldiers required 
for the American armies in France, 
Italy; and elsewhere that are to assure 
a military victory over Germany and 
The illusion of. a 
swift triumph because the United 
States would have a million men in 
France in the late Summer has van- 
ished fore’ the realization that Ger- 
many is still formidable in the field, 
indeed shows no signs of weakness, 
and has acquired new resources, in- 
cluding available man power, by elim- 
inating Russia and Rumania from .the 
war. : 

The problem now is to replace Rus- 
sian with American millions and get 
them into the fight before it is “ too 
late.”’ 
fectives which Class I. of the draft, as 
at present defined, ‘will yield. General 
CROWDER has told the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee that extension of 
the age limits has become imperative 
Because Class I. will .be exhausted 
early next year. The war can hardly 
be decided by drawing upon the de- 
ferred classifications: Moreover, as 
Mr. Witson has said: “ Our one hun- 
“ dred million people must be econom- 
“ically and industrially adjusted to 
“war conditions if this nation is to 
ad play its full part in the ‘conflict.” 
‘We must look to Class I. for our fight< 
ing men. That is the opinion of the 
military experts who are planning to 
avoid.a long, wasting, indecisive war. 

There has been no sounder judg- 
ment than Senator CHAMBERLAIN’s: “In 
“order to succeed, the United States 
“‘must. transport to France 2,500,- 
“000 soldiers, with another 2,500,- 
“ 000-In training here. * * * The man 
“who is only ready fo provide for a 
“short war makes a mistake that 
“ may involve the ‘destruction of civili- 
* zation itself. It may be a short war, 
“but preparation should be made for 
“along war.” His colleague Senator 
Franck of Maryland has introduced a 
bill making the draft ages from 18 to 
45. Would it seem to involve too 
much of a sacrifice for America? 
Well, let us see. Great Britain, which 
has put 7,000,000 men into uniform 
and into war work at home, and must 
have. lost a good many more than a 
million men at the front, enacted in 
April a law which provided that all 
men who “on April 18, 1918, had at- 
“tained the age of 18 years and had 
“not attained the age of 51 years, or 
“who at any subsequent date attain 
“the age of 18 years,” shall incur the 
obligation of military service.

His experience had not revealed 
men struggling out of oppression into 
liberty, but men who have given free 
rein to instincts and impulses common 
to the criminal classes in all lands. The 
‘Czar has been replaced, he said, by a 
new autocrat—the thug with a rifle. The 
vaporings of LENINE and TROTZKY pass 
unheeded. by the present rulers of the 
remnant of Russia not ruled ‘by Ger- 
many. They are not interested in peace, 
with or without annexations and indem- 
nities. Such intelligence as they have is 
devoted to brigandage in the most fa- 
miliar of its cruder forms—to robbery 
enlivened with murder. on large or small 
scale, as happens to facilitate the one 
object of getting whatever may be want- 
ed without going through the tiresome 
convention of working for it. 

The realities of Bolshevism are theft 
and slaughter, the overturn of ‘all the 
rules and laws that make civilized life 
possible and without which democracy 
is as inconceivable as is autocracy. What 
Mr. Gest said well bore out a recent 
statement made by the stalwart young 
woman, now in this country, who once 
led the “Amazonian cohort known for a 
while as ‘“‘ the Battalion of Death.’’ She 
was asked what the Russians with whom 
she had associated really thought of the 
Americans, and her reply was, ‘‘In 
Russia nobody thinks—everybody talks.’’ 
That some of them do more thin talk 
Mr. Gest was able to show, but of think- 
ing on the part of the Bolsheviki he saw 
no evidence... He also. made entirely 
credible another story that is told—that 
of a man stopped in a street of Petro- 
grad:by a ‘‘ thug with a rifle’’ and or- 
dered to hand ‘over his fur overcoat. 
‘‘Why,’’ the selected victim protested, 
‘*T stole thé coat only an hour ago and 
should have the use of it for at least a 
day!"

A dispatch from 
Washington. conveys 
the alarming’ infor- 
mation that there is 
under _ consideration, 
presumably by the Fuel Commission, 
a plan for reducing by half the amount 
of gas and electricity that was used 
by. private consumers each month last 
year. The object of this action, as 
stated, would be to save coal for distri- 
bution among. the nonwar _§ industries, 
enabling them to run on at least half 
time, this Winter, and not throw their 
employés into idleness. 

Why the carrying out of this scheme 
would be preferable to the devising of 
means so to increase the present pro- 
duction of coal. as to provide enough 
coal to meet all of the more urgent needs 
of Winter is not revealed. It may be 
that to do so is now really an impos- 
sibility, owing to lack of labor atsthe 
mines, but according to some authori- 
ties that is an impossibility removable 
by enlarging the scope of the draft until 
it can be made selective in the full sense 
of that term—selective, that is, not only 
with a view to putting great armies in 
the field, but with reference to the effi- 
cient continuance of all of the home ac- 
tivities on which military success de- 
pends. 

And what has become of the clearly 
implied promise to the American house- 
holder that.if he would order his Winter 
supply, of coal before April 1 and pay 
for it as delivered through the Summer 
at his -dealer’s convenience, he could 
face cold weather with bins fairly well 
stocked?

SELECTING NEW GENERALS. 


Senlority to be Ignored In Long List 
Soon to be Nominated. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—Nomination 

of a long list of general officers to fill 
vacancies in the expanding army is ex- 
pected at an early date. Selection of the 
men to be promoted has been under con- 
sideration by General March, Chief of 
Staff, for several weeks, and his own 
recommendations, embodying those of 
General Pershing, are now believed to 
have been submitted to Secretary Baker 
for transmission to the President. 
,’In presenting a previous list General 
March showed a decided tendency to ap-~- 
ply the selective system without any re- 
gard whatever to the question of senior- 
ity. The Chief of Staff apparently 
picked out men according to his knowl- 
edge of their fitness for the places to 
which he-wished to assign-them, and 
he probably followed the same practice 
im drawing up the new Hat. ; 

It is’ also regarded as probable that 
General Pershing, in making his selec- 
tions for the overseas forces, has ignored 
the seniority rule. When the last list 
came out, the fact that the War Depart- 
ment had pee ‘selection absolutely, 
while Genéral Pershing had followed an-" 
other policy, is understood to have 
caused some correspondence on this sub- 
ject. There is no doubt that the Com- 
mander in Chief abroad has been au- 
thorized to select officers of any rank 
for promotion; and his recommendations 
will be Be without change, so far 
as the W: partment is concerned. 

The exact number of new Generals to 
be created. is not known. It is under- 
stood, however, that preparations are 
under way for the organization of twen- 
ty new divisions of the National Army 
to go into training on this side as rapid- 
ly as quarters become available. That 
would mean at least 100 new general of- 
ficers of the line, with & corresponding 
increase in the staff. The present list, 
however, is believed to contain around 
pond names which would indicate that 
only a few of the officers for the new 
divisions are being selected’ now. 


LICENSE ALL STOCK YARDS. 


Commiesion Men and Dealers Also 
to be Regulated After July 25. 


WASHINGTON, June 19. — Federal 
licensing of all commercial stock yards 
in the country and of all commission 
merchants and dealers in live stock in 
connection with the yards after July 25 
is required in a proclamation issued to- 
day by President Wilson. The action 
is. in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of a committee on the live stock 
and meat situation, which was appointed 
by the President.

for War If Made by Armed 
Forces of Turkey. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, June 20.—Representa- 
tive M. Clyde Kelly of Pennsylvania to- 
day introduced a@ joint resolution declar- 
ing a state of war to exist between the 
United States and Turkey and Bulgaria. 
Mr. Kelly said he was impelled by the 
news that Turkish troops had ttacked 
the American Consulate and an Amer- 
ican hospital at. Tabriz, Persia. 

After declaring that “the military. 
Governments of Bulgaria ahd Turkey - 
have committed repeated acts of war 
afainst the Government and the people 
of the United States,’’ the resolution fol- 
lows the same wording as the declara- 
tion of war against Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. Mr. Kelly gaid he had 
not consulted Secretary Lansing, but 
will do, so, soon in the hope of obtaining 
his support. 

“I feel that it is absolutely essential 
that Congress declafe war upon Turkey 
and Bulgaria,’’ said Mr. Kelly. ‘ I have 
conferred with a number of persons who 
are fully informed of conditions in Bul- 
garia and Turkey, and they believe the 
present situation is intolerable. ‘ 

‘There is no doubt that Roberts Col- 
lege in Constantinople has been used 
by the pro-Germans:as a shield to pre- 
vent a formal declaration of war, Turks 
and men of other nationalities who are 
German sympathizers are graduates of 
that college, and they have urged that 
the United States delay taking action. 
The present representative of Turkey in 
this country is a Roberts’ College grad- 
uate, and yet his residence is a verita- 
ble nest of pro-German spies and sym- 
pathizers, 

‘““I feel certain that the Administra-‘ 
tion is contemplating a declaration of 
war against Turkey, but there is no 
reason why Bulgaria should be left out. 
There’ is no: chance whatever of .win- 
ning her away from Germnay. 

‘“By declaring war upon, Bulgaria we 
would win over to our side the Greeks, 
the Czechoslavs, and the Jugoslavs, all 
of whom look upon Bulgaria as a traitor 
nation. There are 600,000 or 700,000 


men in this country of those national- 
ities who could be organized into a 
stlgar force if we were at war with 
ulgaria. 
feel sure that a majority of the 
members of the House and probably. a 
majority of the Senate afte in favor 
of formally aligning Turkey st e Bul- 
aria with our enemies. Of co 1

Dr, Eugene Wilson Caldwell, a noted 
X-ray expert and the ‘inventor of many 
devices which have developed this sci- 
ence; died suddenly in: Roosevelt. Hospi- 


tal yesterday afternoon as “thé result of: 


burns he'sifferéd many years ago while 
making experiments with ‘the X-ray. 


| Dr. Caldwell lived at 480 Park Avenue, 


He‘was a Major in the Medical Reserve 
Corps, and under the direction of Sur- 
geon General Gorgas recently -perfected 
a device for stereoscopic fluoroscopy 
adapted to war surgery. 

He was removed to Roosevelt Hospital 
yesterday .when his condition became 
acute. Just how he got the burns in 
the performance of his work could not 
be’ learned last night, but their effects 
have lingered .for years, it was said, 
and recently the physician had suffered 
attacks of increasing violence. 

Dr. Caldwell was born in Savannah, 
Mo., Dec. 3, 1870,.a son“of W. W. and 
Camilla Kellogg Caldwell. He was 
graduated from the University of Kan- 
sas, receiving the degree B. S.-in 1892, 
and then came to New York as a special 
student inthe College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. He remained at that instt- 
tution during 1898 and 1899, and then 
went to Bellevue Hospital. Medical Col- 
lege. ‘He got his. medical degree in 
1905. y ‘* 

From the commencement of his ca- 
reer Dr. Caldwell devoted much of his 
time to electricity, and,. aside from 
regular médical work, had long been 
interested in the physical problems of 
the X-ray. He engaged in experimental 
work in telephoning to. lightships under 
thé United States Lighthouse Establish-

JEAN B. MARTIN DIES; 
NOTED RESTAURATEUR 


Proprietor of Martin ‘of Martin Hotel i in Uni- |: 








versity Place for 19 Years and . 


Then of Old Delmonico’s. 


Jean Baptiste Martin, proprietor of 
the Café: Martin at Fifth Avenué and 
Twenty-sixth Street until it passed out 
of the city’s life in 1912, died yester- 
day. in his apartments in the Apthorp, 
Broadway nnd Seventy-—ninth Street, in 
his ‘sixty-first year. His death was 
due to. Bright’s. disease. At the time 
of his death Mr. Martin was Presi- 
dent of the J. B. Martin Importing 
Company, which he. founded after his 
retirement from the restaurant busi- 
ness. oy 

He iwas ‘born>in: A'bértville, in Savoy, 
France, in 1857, the son of the propri- 
etor of a famious restaurant at-Aix-les-

He-tater founded the Grand Hotel In- 
ternationale in. Panama, which became 
the chief hostelry in that région.

York, 
and opened the Hotel Martin at Uni- 
versity Place, which ‘he kept for nine- 
teen years. 

Then he took over thé ‘old Delmion- 
ico’s, at Fifth Avenue and ‘ Twenty- 
sixth Street, and this ‘became. the Café 
Martin. There were many noted dances 
and dinners in this place.

“with Federal Reserve banks. 

- Incidentally, it was brought out that 
the reason the dollar was below par in 
‘Spain, Holland, and Switzerland was 
because the banks in those countries.

bankers, lest they incur Germany's dis- 
pleasure.

WILL. STILL PASS ON RATES. 


Interstate Commission Announces It 
Retains Power of Review. 


- WASHINGTON, June 20.—To remove 
doubt as:to the powers of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission during’ Federal 
management. of ‘railroads, the Commis- 
sion today issued a statement explain- 
ing that it would continue to hear com- 
plaints and order changes in rates, as 
in the past. Rates initiated by the 
Railroad Administration ‘can be altered 
only after. complaint, the ‘statement 
said, but pending cases will be passed 
upon regardless of .the. Railroad act, 
and the commissibn’ will continue to 
exercise full jurisdiction over cases in 
which rate discrimination is ‘charged.

ALLIES TO BE REPRESENTED 


Army and Navy Also: Have Agents 
_on Board, Which is Expected to 
Relieve Congestion.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The crea- 
tion of an Exports Control Committee, 
to determine the amount of freight 
which must-be exported for war pur- 
poses and to route it from interior to 
seaboard points in such a manner that 
inland transportation congestion will be 
relieved and rapid delivery overseas as- 
sured, was announced today by the Sec- 
retary of War, the Secretary of the 
Navy, and the Director General of Rail- 
roads. ; 

The new committee, on which will be 
a@ representative of the nations allied 
with the United States in the war, will 
coordinate its work with that of the 
inter-allied Ship Control Committee, of 
which P. A. S. Franklin is Chairman. 
The latter committee has under its jur- 
isdiction the direction of all war ship- 
ping, and among its duties is that of 
instructing shipmasters where they are 
to call for cargoes.
